In the meantime the outlaw, avoiding the steep 
breast of the mountain, turned short into a 
rocky pass which cuts through the ridge, and 
which, although dry at that time, in winter 
forms the bed of a torrent. In a few minutes 
more, he found himself within sight of a place 
that, on former occasions of as great need, had 
stood him in lieu of friends and fortress; and, 
with renewed energy, he rushed down the steep 
declivity, which forms the east side of the moun- 
tain he had ascended by the west, and leads di- 
rect to a singularly situated rock, even at that 
time known by the name of the Raven’s Tower. 
On this side, the mountain sweeps down for 
more than half way in a tolerably smooth de- 
clivity—but then stops suddenly short, and with 
frightful abruptness descends, in an almost per- 
pendicular manner, for the remaining space of 
nearly a hundred and fifty feet. Its rugged and 
projecting points overhang the turbulent river 
below in a manner which precludes the possi- 
bility of a man’s descending alive; and, although 
a fordable part of the stream lies immediately 
under, the travelleg is thus obliged to make a 
circuit of some miles before reaching it. “The 
rock we have mentioned, although seeming at a 
little distance to form a part of the steep—only 
projecting in a bolder manner than the rest, 
and surmounted by a capitol resembling slightly 
the battlements of @ fortress—yet, on nearer 
approach, is discovered to be, in reality, quite 
distinct and separate from the mass of mountain. 
It raises its gigantic form from the main land; 
but, in the corresponding shape of its landward 
side, and the strata of its substance, a geologist 
might infer the traces of a more intimate con- 
nexion subsisting at some remote period, and 
look upon it as a further token of the great 
natural convulsion believed to have once visited 
the elements of our globe— 
“For neither rain, nor hail, nor thunder 
Could wholly do away, I ween, 
The marks of that which once had been.” 
The outlaw whose flight we are relating had 
good title to bestow his name on the Raven’s 
Tower; for he alone, even of all the desperate 
adventurers who infest that part of the country, 
had strength of limb, steadiness of brain, and 
boldness of heart to leap across the chasm 
which separates it from the mountain. This 
feat he had performed on several occasions of 
imminent danger, and always successfully; for, 
when once he had gained the rock, a natural 
path down the riverward side: although one filled 
with danger even to him, and only made avail- 
able by the heath, brushwood, and projecting 
stones, which afford points of precarious support

below. On this occasion, however, there was 
more danger to be apprehended in the leap than 
on any former one. The length of his fight—

It may be, too, that the dreadful deeds of the 
morning, so different in their character from the 
usaal feats oParme—which, however bloody in 
their consequences, appeared to these lawless 
men as something honourable and praiseworthy, 
may have sate with more uncommon weight 
upon his mind. But, "however this may be, it 
was with an unsteady step he approached the 
brink of the precipice; and when a wild bird, 
which had built im the cliff, scared from her nest 
by the intrusion, burst away with a sudden 
scream, the bold outlaw started and grew pale: 
perhaps it was the cry of the devoted bride 
which it brought to his haunted recollection. 
Controlling his feelings, however, he went close 
to the edge of the cliff, and looked down for a 
momeut into the abyss. Objects of a similar 
nature, occurring in the scenery of mountainous 
countries, do not usually impress the traveller 
with ideas of unmingled terror:—the trees bend- 
ing across the chasm, and concealing with their 
foilage its depth and danger—the heath and 
brushwood clinging to the sides, like natural ta- 
pestry—and the projecting points of the rocks, 
raising their grey heads at intervals through the 
curt@n, give a romantic variety to the picture, 
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and gild our fear with admiration. But* these 
points of pictorial beauty and relief were here 
wanting: the naked sides of the rock were only 
variegated by the colours Of the different strata, 
and by its own sharp and bare projections, 
stretching forth from either side like threaten- 
ing knives, to deter or to mangle; while the river, 
rushing through the compératively narrow chan- 
nel below—although its joice was scarcely 
heard through the distance—seemed to light the 
dismal passage with its white foam. A sound 
of hasty footsteps behind him did not permit the 
outlaw to indulge long in contemplation of this 
object; and, suddenly mustering up his resolution 
as well as he might, he stepped backwards a few 
paces, rushed to the edge of the cliff, and took 
the terrible leap. He did net, as heretofore, 
clear the chasm at a single effort; for it was his 
breast that first met the rock—his legs and the 
greater part of his body hanging over into the 
abyss. He was as brave a man, in the vulgar 
acceptation of the word, as ever faced a foe; 
but, at this moment, the cold drops of mortal 
terror burst over his forehead: he dug his hands 
into the hard and scanty earth that covered the 
surface of the landing-place, and clung copvul- 
sively with his feet to a slight projection on the 
side, that must have instantaneously given way 
to a less pressure had it not been of the hardest 
granite. Itseemed forsome time 48 if further ef- 
fort was impossible—as if his heart’s sole aimand 
desire was to remain fixed forever in this frightful 
position, but, as he found his strength gradually 
giving way, his hands relaxing in their grasp, and 
his feet slipping from their hold—the conviction 
broke on his mind that, in a few minutea more, 
he must give himself up to a death the imagina- 
tion shuddered at—desperation came to the aid 
of courage; and, staking every thing on the event 
of a single movement—which, if unsuccessful, 
must plunge him into the gulf—he caught with 
his hands still closer to the rock, and pressing 
his feet with all his might against their slender 
hold, succeeded, by a violent muscular effort, in 
heaving himself upon the cliff. ‘* Eternal curses 
on my nerveless limbs!’’ cried the bridegroom, 
arriving at the instant; ‘* the Raven has reached 
his tower—and who may follow him?—Turn 
back,’’ continued he, raising his voice into a fu- 
rious shout, ‘‘ ravisher! murderer! monster!— 
all things bad but coward!—Turn back! and I 
swear by every thing binding on man’s soul, to 
divide in twain my sword with thee; and, 
although thou deservest to die like a dog, to 
fight a fair fight with thee on this hill side, with- 
out friend or witness, save yonder setting sun, 
and Him who made it!’’. But the Raven was 
deaf even to so courteous an offer; he lay on his 
back upon the cliff, apparently without sense 
or motion, his legs hanging over the side—seem- 
ing, like the poet’s personification of Danger to 


have thrown him 

* on the ridgy steep 
Of some loose, hanging rock to sleep.” 
‘* Take this, then, to rouse thee!’’ said the 
bridegroom, tearing up, by main force, a frag- 
ment of the rock, and hurling it across the 
chasm: it fell with a heavy sound on the outlaw’s 
breast; and he raised himself up, like’ a chained 
mastiff, at the pain and insult. ‘* Who art 
thou?’’ he cried, hardly seeming to recollect his 
situation; ‘‘ what dost thou seck?’’—*“ What do 
I seek?—_O God'—Look here!’’ replied the bride- 
groom stretching his arms and his body far over 
the cliff towards the destroyer, while his voice 
was choked with the opposite and yet combining 
emotions of grief and rage.—‘‘What do I seek? 
See’st thou this handkerchief? A few hours 
ago it covered the fairest and the chastest bo- 
som in broad Scotland: the red blots of murder, 
and the wrinkles of ruffian violence, are on it 
now ; and the covering of the bosom is reproach, 
and foulness, and dishonour'!—What do I seek? 
I seek,’’ continued he, speaking through his 
clenched teeth,—‘‘ I seek to fulfil the oath [ 
made to heaven and to her— to steep this hand- 
kerchief, ravisher, in thy heart’s blood!’’— 
‘‘Tempt me not!”’ said the outlaw: ‘‘hast thou 
not tasted enough of my vengeance already? I 
am slockened on thee. Get thee gone——but 
cross no more the path of one who has neither 
fear nor mercy.’’ The-avenger peused for an 
instant, and then paced to and fro by the edge 
of the rock, with the restlessness and impatient 
step of a beast of prey along the bars of his 
cage; but soon his brow grew blacker, and his 
lips met with a firmer resolution. ‘He is spent 
with fatigue,’’ he said aloud, although commu- 
ning only with himself; ‘* he is weary with mur- 
der, or he would by this time have sought the 
ford. What holds me from leaping into his den? 
Iam younger than he; my limbs are more sup- 
plegban his. What care I for the craven-lay 
which threatens death for the attempt?—my 
vengeance shall not be stayed with a song. It 
shall be so: the weight of despair is surely not 
greater than the weight of guilt.’’ 

And so saying, he stepped backward to the 
proper distance, and began to prepare himself

the mountain. The desperation that had prompt- 
ed him to the adventure lent an energy to his 
limbs which it was believed only one man of 
that day possessed, and he alighted on the brink 
of the rock { yet so barely was the feat performed, 
that had he not seized hold of the outlaw’s arm, 
who struck a furious blow at him as he touched 
the ground, he could not have preserved his 
footing even for a single moment. They were 
beth men of more than ordinary strength, and 
their mutual hate was of more than ordinary 
fierceness; and, had that meeting taken place 
upon the mountain’s side, or had the assailant 
even gained a firm footing upon the rock, it is 
more than probable that the evening's sun would 
have gone down upon the struggle. But Bere 

was no contest of warriors in the field—no flash- 

ing of the sword—no spilling of blood—no cries 

of triumph or of vengeance! On the one pa:t, 

it was an instinctive, silent clinging to the only 

object of support within reach—and, on the 

other, a desperate bat hopeless resistance against 

a power which seemed, with supernatural force 

to be gradually dragging him to perdition.

Important to Officers in the Navy. 
Moore v. Dunpas.—This action was brought 
py the owners of a collier, named the Rosamond, 
against the defendant, who is Captain of his 
Majesty’s frigate Sapphire, and Mr. Inhaw, his 
lieutenant, to recover the value of the ship and 

cargo, alleged to have been lost by the impro- 
r per conduct ef the defendants. The plaintiff com- 
plained that the defendants caused the Sapphire 
to run against the Rosamond with great vio- 
lence, by which she was sunk and lost. It ap- 
peared , aa the evidence that this accident oc- 
cured off Scarborough, on the night of the 21st 
January, in the present year. At the time of the 
collision Capt. Dundass was not upon deck. 
Lieut. Inham had command of the watch, and 
his orders were to steer for Flamborough Head. 
They had a pilot named Walker on board. Ro- 
samond was sailing on a wind, and the Sapphire 
sailing free. The Captain, knowing he was 
among colliers, ordered a good look-out to be 
kept.—When the man at the look-out gave no- 
tice there was a sail ahead, the Sapphire might 
have avoided the Rosamond by going to windward 
or leeward. Walker, the pilot, who gave the 
best account of the accident, said he should have 
given an order to put the helm a-starboard, and 
he added, that was the order given by Licute- 
nant Inham. The man at the helm had made 
a mistake in obeying that order; and as Lieute- 
nant Inham was going from the forecastle to 
the quarter-deck to see how the helm operated, 
Walker, who had seen the ship turn rapidly, said, 
unless, the helm is put a-port, we shall certain- 
ly go on board the collier. Lieutenant Inham 
then called out ‘* port;’’ but before the desired 
effect could be produced the Sapphire ran upon 
the Rosamond, and sank her. Walker said 
there was no neglect or improper conduct on the 
rt of the Lieutenant. He discharged his duty 
with the skill of a British officer. 

Sir James Scaruett, after the case had 
been proved, submitted that the plaintiff must 
be nonsuited. Lieut. Ingham had not given a 
wrong order; on the contrary he had done his 
duty. If that were so, it was impossible to make 
the King’s officers answerable in damages for 
those who might not observe their orders. 

Mr. Baovcuam wished the case to go to the 
jury on the facts. If the defendant bad the 
pointment of the quarter-master at the helm, 
might be answerable for the misconduct of the 
helmsman so appointed. 

Lord Tenrerpven—lIt is « question of law, 
whether an officer of a king’s ship, who gives a 
proper order, is liable for mjury dope in conse- 
quence of disobedience of that order. I do not 
mean to nonsuit the plaintiff; but it is my inten- 
tion to tell the Jury that he is not liable, and it 
will be open to you to move for the opinion of the 
Court hereafter. 

Sir J. Scanuetrt, said his learned friend was 
wrong in supposing that the Captain or the 
Lieutenant appointed the steersman. 

Mr. Brovcuam then closed the case. 

Sir J. ScanuertT, for the defendants, said it 
was unnecessary to call witnesses to prove that 
Lieut. Inham had done his duty, because that 
had been satisfactorily proved. It would be hard 
to make a man who a ship of war 
answerable for mischief produced by disobedience 
to his orders. Lieut. Inham had nothing to do 
with the appointment of helmsmen. Ali be had 
to do was to do his own duty. Captain Dundas 
knew he was at sea colliers, and Lieut. 
Inhaim had orders to keep a look-out a-head ; 
and when the Rosamond was discovered he did 
his duty. He had behaved as an officer in his 
situation should, and as his professional charac- 
ter had been questioned, he was anxious to 
prove he had done his duty. The pilot proved 
the lieutenant did all a man could do; and I 
hope (said Sir James) you will feel a pleasure 
in giving these gentlemen a verdict. 

Lord Tentrerven said, this is the case of a 
King’s ship. Gentlemen, you know the captain 
and licutenant have not the appointment of offi- 
cers. Their situation is ar from that 
captains and owners in merchant's 

zat “Te J. is leaky” 
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They are answerable for the misconduct of their 
servants. Officers of a King’s ship are only an- 
swerable for their own conduct. The question 
then in this case is, whether any order given, or 
any thing done by the lieutenant was wrong, and 
not proper to be any one in his situa- 


tion?

THF. DUKE AND DUCHESS OF CLARENCES' 
GRAND ENTERTAINMENT AT B + A as 
The Duke and Duchess of Clarence gave & 
grand entertainment on Monday evening, at 
their residence in Bushy Park, to thé young 
Queen of Portugal. Most of the neighbouring 
Nobility and Gentry, some of the Foreign Am- 
bassadors and Ministers, the Cabinet Ministers, 
and a numerous party of the Nobility and Gen- 
try, with the juvenile branches of their respec- 
tive families, were invited to the entertainment. 
Preparations forthe party had been made at 
Bushy House, for some days previous. The 
Saloon had been fitted up’as a ball-room, and 
had been tastefully chalked by Mr. Glover, of 
London. In the centre were the ‘‘ Royal Arms 
of England;’’ at one end of the apartment was 
the ‘* Order of the Garter;’’ and at the other, 
the initiais ** G. R.’’ A temporary orchestra was 
erected. Inthe apartment for the Quadrille 
Band, a massive chandelier was hung in the cen- 
tre of the room. The steps at which the com- 
pany alighted leading to the hall, were encio- 
sed. As the visitors were expected to be very 
numerous, Messrs. Townsend and Sayer were in 
attendance to give directions for the regulation 
of the carriages. 
The company began to arrive at six o’clock ; 
the temporary entrance at which they sat down, 
was brilliantly illuminated with variegated 
lamps. The temporary entrance had its front or- 
namented with two anchors, one on each side, 
with cables attached, and a large star in the 
middle. ‘The pillars at the extremities were 
hung their entire height with variegated lamps; 
on the sides of the entrance were formed four 
Gothie arches of double rows of lamps; the end 
of the entrance adjoining the hall, was hung 
with lamps in different devices.

Saldanha, and Dr. Pereira. 

The Queen was received, on ali from 
her carriage, by the Duke and Dachees of Cilar- 
ence, who conducted her Majesty to the Ball- 
room: the band of the Grenadier Guards played a 


Regimental March (that in Scipio, —— by 
Handel) on her Majesty’s arrival. The e and 
Duchess introduced the assembled party to the 
young Queen. The quadrille band, which was led 
by Mr. Kent, commenced playing directly after 
her Majesty’s arrival. Sets of quadrilles were 
arranged by Mr. Henry Kendon, dancing-master 
to the Queen, who officiated as Master of the 
Ceremonies to the juveniles. Her Majesty

Wishful 
to render them al] the assistance that civility 
could suggest, she offered her son a fine child of 
ten years of age to &ccompany them and show 
them the way. Whether it was that some gloomy 
apprehensions had arisen in the mind of the 
ehild, or there was something repulsive in the 
appearance of the strangers, we cannot say, but 
the lad objected to undertake the mission, and 
it was not until the peremptory command of his 
pareat had been issued, that he left the protec- 
tion of her home for the company of these un- 
known wanderers. When they had arrived in | 
the lanc, which is a retired and lonesome spot, 
one of the villains suddenly seized the youth, 
and exclaimed, ‘‘Is this the door?’ whilst he 
applied a large plaster, seemingly a composition 
of pitch and tar, to the mouth of their aston- 
ished guide. In endeavouring to avoid the vio- 
lence that was offered him, he averted his head 
from his assailant, and this act caused the grea-

COURT OF OYER AND TERMINER. 
New York, Marcu Il. 

Present—lhe Hon. Ogden Edwards, Alder- 
men Stephens, Brown and Coe. 

The Court was opened by proclamation made 
by the High Constable. ’ 

Catharine Cashier, a colored girl, was put to 
the bar, having being arraigned for the murder 
of Susan Saltus,—and pleaded not guilty. 

Mazweil, District Attorney, for the people. 
Messrs. M. C. Patterson, McZwenand May, 
for the prisoner. 

The usual formalities having been gone through 
the names of the Jurors were drawn from the 
ballot box. As they answered, they were suc- 
cessively interrogated as to their having formed 
an opinion, or challenged. The panel sworn, 
consisted of the following jurors: 

Henry Robertson, Frederick Weed, 
Rodman G. Day, Benjamin F. Gardner, 
Thomas Richards, Chester Jennings, 
William Wilmarth, Edmund Smith, 
Charles Miller, John North, 

James Fellows, James Demarest. 

The indictment’ was read to the jary by the 
Clerk. It contained two counts, in one of which 
the name of the deceased was set forth as Susan 
Saltus: in the other as Susan Anthony. 

The District Attorney opened at one o’clock 
for the people. He said the case was a simple 
one; that the circumstances were in a narrow 
compass; and that the evidence would be con- 
chusive, that a murder had been committed. 
John Colvil, Coroner, sworn. -Was called to 
hold an inquest, on the 7th February last, on the 
body of Susan Saltus, at the corner of Centre 
and Anthony streets. There was a wound in the 
body. Witness possessed himself of a jack knife, 
produced by him, with whichfit was said she had 
been murdered. Doctors Francis and Anderson 
were called to examine the body. 

John W. Francis, Mf. D. sworn. Is professor 
of legal medicine; and has paid particular atten- 
tion to the consequences of wounds. Wounds 
in the chest are generally put down as fatal.— 
Examined the body of the woman, and found a 
wound whieh had perforated the cavity of the 
chest. The instrument bad entered into the left 
ventricle of the heart. Asked whether such a 
wound could be inflicted by the knife shewn to 
him. Tho question was objected to by Paterson; 
and the objection sustained by the Court, the 
knife not having been identified. 

Julia Cary. Shewn the knife. Saw it, or a 
similar one, m the hand of prisoner on the night 
when Susan Anthony was killed; and after she 
was stabbed the second time. 

Cross. Lives 47 Leonard-street. Was in 
deceased's house on the evening of the 7th Feb. 
having been invited toa card party. Has known 
her for a year. Does not know what she did for 
a living. Has seen her in the street and in dif- 
ferent houses. Has been to balls where deceas-

There 
was snow on the ground on the night of the kill- 
ing, and the weather was.cold. Witness had 
resided in the house where deceased had died, 
four months previous to the affair, and moved 
out next day. It is a three story house, and has 
a grocery below. Was examined closely as to 
the different places in which she has residéd, 
and gave a ready account of her locomotions. 

Dr. Francis, recalled by the prosecution.— 
Such an instrument as the knife shown him 
would effect such a wound as that found oa de- 
ceased, and would inevitably produce death.— 
The vessels of the heart were al] sound, and 
there were no evidence of its bein; at all 
diseased. Cross. The heart is in close conti- 
guity with the sternum. The external orifice of 
the wound was between the second and third 
riba, The doctor gave a op ag explana- 
tion of the topography of the heart, pericar- 
dium, &c. 

James Andersan, M. D. Examined the body 
of the deceased, in company with Dr. Francis, 
and agrees with him in his testimony. The 
deceased was a well made woman, rather be- 
yond the middle size. 

Julia Johnson. Was in deceased’s room on the 
~ she died. Her testimony was to the same 
effect as that of Julia Cary. After deceased had 
opened the door, she came back and took priso- 
ner by the shoulder gently, to put her out. Pri- 
soner was then standing still. She then seized 
deceased’s handkerchief, and made thrusts at 
her. Witness did not see the knife until after 
the stab. Saw two thrusts. [On the applica- 
tion of the prisoner's counsel, the other witnes- 
ses were here removed from the court-room. 
Deceased lived an hour after the wound, an 
spoke. Witness went into the house with Julia 

ary. She stayed at the house all night, and 
sat up with the corpse. 

Rufus Morris. Was present when the trans- 
action took place. Went to the house between 
11 and 12 o’clock. His account concluded with 
those of the two women, He saw the prisoner 
put her hand under her apron, after the deceas- 
ed Jaid her hand on her shoulder; witness did 
not gee the knife drawn out, but subsequently 
saw the prisoner strike with it. The blade was 
like that of the one shewn him. The third blow 
took effect. This witness was a very intelligent 
mulatto lad, employed on board the steamboats, 
and sustained the previous testimony. 

Abram M. Valentine, police justice, was 
sworn. Took prisoner’s examination. She was 
informed of her rights at the time. The exami- 
nation was read to her before she signed her 
mark to it. The examination was then read. 
In her answers she said that she had been high 
with liquor the night before; and, believed she 
had been shoved out of deceased’s house by 
her. She had no recollection of having had a 
knife in her possession or having used any. 

The Court at a quarter past 3, took a recess. 

HALF PAST FOUR. 

The court re-assembled at half past four, and 
the prisoner was again brought to the bar. 

Maria Coulter, (mulatto) Sworn. Was at 
the card party. Had been out sleigh riding. 
Had been drinking together—had been drinking 
about 60’clock in Orange-street. Went from 
their sleighing—returned about 10. Went up 
stairs to the card party. Susan and witness 
had a little spat together—it was all over be- 
fore witness went out. Prisoner and witness 
went out together and drank again, Went up 
and Susan took hold of prisoner by the arm, 
and tried to put her out, and Catherine stabbed 
her. 

Cross-Examined.—Did not see her strike 
her. Saw her stab her. 

By the Court—Did not see her make more 
than one attempt. Where in the middle of the 
floor. A number of men were there. Did not 
see the knife. Koew of no previous quarrel. 
A little liquor makes her crazy. Susan was a 
much larger woman than Catharine. Witness 
remained in the house. 

Cross.—Did not hear prisoner say any thing 
about a row there. Has been acquainted with 
prisoner a long time. Does not know of pri- 
soner’s carrying a knife in her pocket. Went 
out of the room after the first quarrel to get 
something to drink. Heard no threats of re- 
venge.

His Honour Judge Edwards proceeded to ad- 
dress the jury. ‘the counsel on both sides hav- 
ing discharged their duty with fidelity and great 
ability, it devolves ogre the court to perform 
theirs. The degraded state of the prisoner call- 
ed for great citeumspection. The law however, 
did not respect pe:sons. Forlorn and abject, 
degraded, and wretched as she was, it behoves 
the court particularly to see justice done her. 
His Honour afier having defined murder, observ- 
ed that it was necessary to notice the point of 
view in which the peculiar kind of murder now 
advocated was held by courts and enlightened 
jurists. It was contended that the crime was 
not murder. The witnesses were clear, explicit, 
and united in their testimony. At the time of 
committing this offence the prisoner was in a 
state of intoxication; it would therefore be pro- 
pero see how far she was in her senses. Tem- 
porary abberration of intellect from drunkenness 
was not an apology for that crime, and Lord 
Coke considered it an aggravation. No decision 
contrary to this was known in America, but that 
in Pennsylvania. It should be remembered 
however, that that decision was bat the opinion 
of asingle judge. He would not trouble the ju- 
ry by reading the passages treating upon the 
subject at large, but merely quote a few remarks, 
from the books that had been cited. His Ho- 
nour here read from Archbold’s Digest, the se- 
veral authorities on the different degrees of ho- 
micide. His Honor then observed, that when 
the law states of malice aforethought, malice 
prepense, yet still there were cases when this 
particular was not observable, and convictions 
had ensued. If the offence was of such a cha- 
racter that could not be palliated to-no allow- 
ance traceable to human frailty, the law pro- 
nounced it murder. What was the provocation 
the prisoner received? It appeared that her 
conduct was exceedingly violent, and on that ac- 
count the deceased requested her to be quiet orto 
go out; she refused to comply, still continuing 
her violence and using the language i to 
her. The deceased then put her hand gently 
upon the prisoner, upon which she turned and 
pas a stab. It appeared that she made three 
stabs, and the last by the evidence it seems, was 
the fatal one. 

After having thus acted she seized a chair and 
endeavored to strike the deceased but was pre- 
vented.—She then went out, walked home and 
went to bed;—from which she was taken when 
arrested by the watchmen. By this conduct it 
was evident that she suffered an alienation of 
mind; but it was evident that it was produced by 
ed by the liquors she had drank. The wish to have 
her leave the room in the presence of company 
must have been very offensive to the prisoner. 
But the deceased had a right to do so, and put 
her hands upon her for that purpose. Whether 
there was aught inthis, making due allowance 
as previously stated for human frailty, to exte- 
nuate the violence of the violence of the priso- 
ner and justify her in so horrid a proceeding, 
would be matter for their consideration when 
they had retired to their rooms. The case, like 
every one of the description, was serious; but, as 
imperious as unpleasant. Howeyer degrading 
were such spectacles, and dreadful the case to 
pass upon; yet prosecutions of this kind were in- 
stituted for the purpose of public example and 
protecting the welfare of society. In such cases 
as the present, it was to be expected that ap- 
peals to the passions would be forcibly made, but 
Jurors should lay feeling out of the case, look 
deliberately at the law and evidence, and then 
pronounce their opinion.—The law as regards 
murder had been in the country for ages, from 
the duminion of the mother country, until the 
present period. It was also the law of God, as 
well as man, and it was imperative upon jurors to 
administer it faithfully and manfully. It how- 
ever in its merciful spirit gave all the benefit of 
doubt to the prisoner, but that doubt should not 
be capricious. His Honor concluded by observ- 
ing that it was competent under this indictment 
to find either for manslaughter or murder. 

The Jury retired at half past nine o’clock, and 
returned at half past ten with a verdict of WIL- 
FUL MURDER.

FOR THE DAILY CHRONIC! s. 

The following memorial, asking for an suthority to 
rect a permanent bridge across the river Schuylkill, af 
some point between Arch and Vine streets, has been 
presented to the Senate. The effect ef thie measure 
on the trade of the Schuylkill ought to be well eousi- 
dered before legislative sanction is given to a proceeding, 
which is at this time wholly pocalled for by any new 
demands for increased means of passing the river, and 
which may offer serious obstructions to the growing 
trade of the river. 

It is hoped that the plan proposed will immediately 
claim the notice of the City authorities and the Board 
of Wardens, as well as the Citizens generally, who 
cannot but feel the deepest interest in the commerce of 
this important stream. 

“ Te the honorable, the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
general Assembly met. 4 

The memorial of the subscribers, Citizens of the 
Commoewealth, respectfully represents ; 

‘That as the increase of Population, trade, mansfacto- 
ries and agriculteral products of the Commonwealth 
has augmented the intercourse between the Metropolis 
of the State and its interior, it becomes expedient for 
the convenieace of the inhabitants, as well of <he coun- 
try as of the town, that the approach to the scenes of 
business of our great maritime port should not be con- 
fined to one bridge opposite to the city on the Schuyl- 
kill, but that the means of access should be commense- 
rate with the advancement with the great work of in- 
ternal improvement, most beneficially extending its in- 
fluence to the Proprietors of the bridge, erected at a 
time when sach results were not estimated. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray that a Law may be 
passed to incorporate a company to erect a bridge at 
the most convenient site between the Permanent bridge 
and Vine street, to be so constructed that it sha!l act in- 
terfere with the navization of the river Schuyikill more 
than the Permanent bridge now does. Or to erect or 
construct any other mode of conveyance by means of 
boats or flats propelled or noved by steam or horse 
power for carrying passengers, carriages of pleasare, of 
barden, &c. provided the tolls shall in no case exeecd 
two thirds of the sum or sums levied as tolls for passing 
of various items over the Schuyikill Permanent bridge.” 

The danger to which the bridges, water works and 
improvements on the Schuylkil! are lixble from freshets, 
may well be conjectured from the following description 
of what happened at the late breaking up of the Ice in 
that river. 

The Ice and fresh of the Sebuaylkill eame down on 
the night of the fifth, and yesterday at day light it was 
five feet five inches, in depth upon Fairmount dam, 
tumbling over in awful majesty; it had fallen 13 inches 
by dusk last evening.—This is the greatest fresh except 
one that has occurred since the dam was erected—that 
one, if tightly recollected, was eight feet falling over 
the dam. No material damage is heard of, akhough the 
fresh was more than double the depth at Plat Rock dam, 
supposed about eleven feet ; the stores on the Scbuyl- 
kill having had from six inches to two feet water on the 
lower floors, shows the necessity for keeping the chan- 
nel below the dam, free from improper encroachment.
